Gross production of all industry within the Armenian SSR in the second
quarter 1950 i{ncreased 26 percent over the second quarter 1949.

The following enterprises fulfilled and exceeded the plan for gross production
and for quantitative production of chief products: Zangezur Mine Administrationm,
Alaverdi Mine Administration, Alaverdi Copper-Smelting Flant,, plant for small
hydroturbines, tire plant, Alaverdi Chemical Plant, electrical-machine-building
plant, cable plant, Armbarit (Armenian Barite) construction materials plant,
Artiktuf, Leninakan Hosiery Factory, Leninakan Textile Combine, silk-weaving f .o
factory, cord factory, jeather plant, First Shoe Factory, cloth factory, Armenian
Canned Goods Trust, "Ararat" Trust, champagne wine combine, Armenian Bakery Trust
butter and fats combine, confectionery and Macaroni factory, tobacco factory,
Yerevan Brewery, Armenian Fish Trust, Leninakan Canned Meat Combine, Yerevan Meat
Combine, Kirovakan and Kafan timber managements, Idzhevan and Sevkarskiy sawmills,
Furniture Factory imeni Kirov, Arabkirskaya Furniture Factory, metal consumers'
goods plant, metal structures plant, and electric lighting equipment plant.

The following enterprises, while meeting the gross-production plan, falled
to produce the required quantity of goods: Plant imeni Kirov, compressor plant,
school accessories factory, Leninakan Mechinery Plant, Spinning Factory imeni
Molotov, Armenian Cheese Trust, dalry plant, and Shemshadinskiy and Lambalinskiy
timber managements.

The following enterprises did not fulfill the gross-production plan or the
plan for quantity of production: carbide plant, Armenenergo, Sevan GES, State
Clock Plant, "Avtodetal'" Plent, Tumanyan Mine Administration, mullite plant,
Kirovaken Chemical Plant, mechine-building plant, porcelain plant, Armgoyuzha’
tabaksyr'ye (Armenian Raw Tobacco Union), Second Shoe Factory, Sevkarskiy,~ Tdzhevan
and Alaverdi timber managements, Anipemza, Yerevan and Kirovekan tile and brick
plants.

Agricultural work in the mecond quarter 1950 was done more efficiently than
in 1949. Sowing of agricultural crops was completed about 15-20 days sooner than
the year before. Cotton-growing areas incrased by 13 percent, vegetable areas by
11 percent, and perennial grasses by 10 percent.

Mechanization of agricultural work increased considerably: the number: of
MTS in the republiec increased by 10 percent over 1 July 1949, and the capacity
of the tractor park during the same period increased by 34 percent. In the first
6 months of 1950, MIS completed 18 percent more tractor work than in 1949. The
§-month plan was fulfilled by MIS 121 percent, as against 1’ W percent the year
before.
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The following MIS considerably exceeded their 6-month plans! Kotaykskaya,
Garibdzhanyanskaya, Shamshadinskeya, Berlyevskaya, Stepanavanskaya, Akhuryanskaya,
Ashtarakskaya, Zangibasarskaya, Mkhchyanskaya, Kalininskaya, and Talinskaya. )
The following stations operated uneatisfactorily and failed to meet their 6-month
plans: Sisianskaya. Amasiyskaya, Azizbekovskaya, Akhtinskays, and Alagyazskaya. 3
During 1950, kolkhozes and MPS of the republic were better prepared for har-
vesting operations than in 1949. Repairs of barvesting machines  and equipment
have been completed. Individual kolkhozesof the republic began mowing on 1 July.
The plan for capital construction in the second quarter 1950 was fulfilled
107 percent by construction projects within the Armenicn SSR, including 103 per-
cent for Union projects and 119 percent for republic projects.
The volume of capital construction in the second quarter 1950 increased
15 percent over the same period of last yeer. Tndividual ministries and depart-
ments fulfilled the second-quarter plan as follows:
